New. York sweltered in a midsum- 
mer atmosphere. yesterday, though 
actually the thermometer got. no 
higher than 83 degrees. That—the 
weather man was’ scornful—was no 
record -at all. As long’ ago ‘as April 
7, he pointed out, the mercury 
climbed. to .86,. whereas. .1880; still 
holds the record for the ‘hottest May 
28, with’ a’ mark of 86. 

This, however, failed to console the 
thousands. of. office’ workers. whose 
wilted collars and perspiring brows 
were ample proof to them of extreme 
atmospheric discomfort. Moreover, 
Coney Island.and the Rockaways 
‘and all the city parks attracted un-

LOAD NOT LESSENED, 
VESTRIS MAN SAYS 


Chief Engineer Testifies in Lon- 
don He Did Not Use Pamps 
Going Down the Hudson. 


Wireless to THe New York Tims. 
LONDON; May 28.—James Avard 
Adams, chief engineer of the sunken | 
Vestris, contributed what was re- 
garded as an important statement 








to the Board of Trade Commission 
today when its inquiry into the dis- | 
aster last November. which cost 112| 
lives resumed after the holiday; 
recess. He said he had held his posi- 
tion since November, 1927,.and never 
had been instructed: to pump out 
the tanks for the purpose of lighten- 
jing the vessel when coming down 


“Before sailing I signed the form 
showing 3,019. tons of coal in the 
Vestris,’ he said, ‘‘but I signed the 
form in blank and the figures were 
filled in by some one else.’’ 

Describing the pumping facilities, 
Mr. Adams said two pumps had an 
output of 290 tons an hour, but were 
limited to forty-five tons an hour 
when pumping bilge water, owing 
to the diameter of the bilge pipe. 

“In a final endeavor to get water 
out of the Vestris I adapted the ash 
ejector pipe so it could be used for 
pumpinug water,’ testified = Mr. 
Adams. 

W. N. Raeburn, attorney for the 
Board of ‘Trade, remarked that that 
was a very clever idea. 

Warwick Roberts, boatswain of the 
Vestris, said he could not account 
for all of the water in the Vestris, 
‘unless there was a leak some 
where.”’ 

Roberts got away with three stew- 
ards and a youth in'the No. 3 boat 
on the. starboard side. pref rescued 
about forty persons, he said. 

“It was not possible to get the 
passengers to comé /from >the ‘port 
side to the starboard side,” he testi- 
fied. ‘Some were asked to come 
but they refused.” 


Discipline Declared Good. 

LONDON, May 238. ®.—Warwick 
Roberts testified that the Vestris 
never recovered ‘an aipright position 
after the violent shock she sustained 
on the Sunday evening before she 
foundered. The ship was takin 
some water that evening through 
her half doors and submerged scup- 
pers, he declared. By'6 o’clock Mon- 
day morning he felt that she was 
doomed, 

When the order was given to lower 
boats, Roberts said, there was con- 
siderable difficulty in getting the 
boat launched. 

Roberts said that the discipline of 
the crew was good, except that 
some of them, when in the lifeboats. 
were more concerned with getting 
out of the wr e than with pick- 
ing people out of the water.

PARIS, May 28.—Howard de Tal- 
leyrand, Prince de Sagan, 19-year- 
old son of the Duc de Talleyrand and 
the former.Anna Gould, died early 
this morning following a self-inflicted 
wound on May.17 after his parents 
had .refused him immediate permis- 
sion to. marry. 

After a first operation, in which 
the bullet was extracted, he seemed 
to improve, but several days later, 
when..-pleurisy.. developed,.. affecting 
both lungs, a second operation was 
judged advisable. During the last 
forty-eight hours, with his fever | 
somewhat declining, the family had 
felt renewed hope, but ‘last night he 
sank into a coma, passing Away 
quietly this morning at’3 o’clock. 

At the bedside were his parents, 
the Duc and Duchesse de Talleyrand, 
and his two half, brothers, Comte de 
Castellane (Boniface, the eldest’ son) 
and Comte George de. Castellane, both 
of them sons of the Duchesse by her 
first marriage to the Marquis de Cas- 
tellane. The third son; Jay de Cas- 
tellane, is now traveling: in Spain. 

The former Senorita Fernandez y 
Anchorena, Comte Géorge de Castel- 
lane’s wife, also was present at the 
beside, as was Miss Rainey, the Eng- 
lishwoman who had been. Howard's 
nurse since he was a child. His only 
sister, Helene Violette de Talleyrand, 
18, was considered too young to be 
summoned. 

The death of Howard de Talleyrand 
was not only.a great grief to his par- 
ents, but a particularly cruel blow 
in that he was the only male heir of 
this historic Talleyrand line.

Chamber Discriminates Against 
Foreigners in Measure on 
Renting of Property. 








RISES STILL UNLIMITED 





Diplomats Are Expected to Fight 
Terms Which Subject 2,000,000 
to Possible High Charges.

Special Cable to THe New YorKE Timms, 
PARIS, May. .28.—Protests from 
American, British and other govern- 
ments are almost certain because of 
the action of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties this afternoon in voting to de- 
prive nearly 2,000,000 foreign resi- 
dents of this country of equal rights 
with natives in thé leasing of resi- 
dential property and business prem- 
ises. About 25,000 Americans now 
living in France would be adversely 
affected by the new measure. The 
vote was 318 against 266. 


Today’s development comes as a 
keen disappointment to American of- 
ficials; who have been active in pro- 
testing against what they felt to be 
an obvious unfairness of. the renting 
law, which refused to place Ameri- 
cans and other foreigners on the 
same basis' as Frenchmen. The 
American Embassy files are full of 
cases of American residents of Paris 
and, other places who have come 
up?’ against )the provisions of the 
1926 law, ‘the first renting law) 
which sharply ‘discriminated between | 
Frenchmen and foreigners. 


Many Cases Reached Courts, 


From 1926 until the present hun- 
dreds of cases. have been heard in 
the courts, a large part of them in- 
volving Americans. All had to do 
with instances where the proprietors, 
taking advantage of the law which 
permitted them to deal as they 
pleased with their foreign tenants, 
had either imposed: excessive rentals 
‘or had arbitrarily evicted foreigners | 
from their apartments or places of | 
business.

American Embassy and. other’ for- 
eign embassies here, the Minister of 
Justice, under whose jurisdiction the 
matter comes, succeeded in placing 
a provision in the 1929 renting law 
re-establishing the rights of foreign:

The idea gained adherents and a 
few-years later under the leadership 
of Joseph I. C. Clarke, poet and 
dramatist, the National Art Theatfe 
Society, comprising’ “a thousand. or 
more intelligent eatregoers,. was 
organized, all its members being 
pledged to further the cause of a 
national theatre. 

So the New Theatre came, into ex- 
istence. Its founders were the direc- 
tors of the .

In December, 1911,the theatre was 
taken over by Liebler & Co.,;.George 
Tyler manager. One.of, the Liebler 
attractions was ‘‘The Garden of 
Allah” with Viola Allén. Still later, 
Dillingham & Ziegfeld «produced 
**Miss 1917,’’ an extravagant failure, 
there. The Century Roof, which was 
not in the original plan, in pre-prohi- 
bition days was made over into a 
rival of the Ziegfeld Midnight Frolic 
and a Cocoanut Grove was installed. 
The Shuberts took over the Century 
in 1920. Morris Gest used it’for such 


spectacles as ‘‘Aphrodite”’ and trans- 


formed »it-into a cathedral fdr, ‘The 
Miracle.”’

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THE SENATE’S OPEN SECRECY. 


For several days the United States 
Senate has: been having one of its 
occasional moral spasms about it- 
self. This time the excitement con- 
cerned the violation of the secrecy 
of executive sessions. Well knowing 
that.-such disclosures could have 
come, .. dipectly: .. or. indirectly, only 
from a Senator or Senators” who 
could, under the rules, be expelled. for 
making them, the Senate ‘wreaked 
its anger upon a newspaper man 
who. had published the vote of the 
Senate in secret session on the nomi- 
nation of ex-Senator LENROOT as 4 
judge. The offending correspondent 
was brought before the Senate com- 
mittee and asked questions which 
every member knew in advance he 
would not answer, since they in- 
volved.a betrayal: of professional 
confidence. Face to face with his 
refusal, the Senators thanked Gop 
that they were rid of a knave and 
allowed him to go about his business 
as before. 

The flurry over. this case has had 
one good result. It has led to a 
recommendation by the Rules Com- 
mittee that hereafter the Senate 
roll-calls on nominations shall be 
made‘ public. : Also ‘it is proposed 
that by a majority vote, instead of 
a two-thirds vote as now required, 
the Senate may consider any nomi- 
nation in open session. This would 
go far to meet the demand of many 
Senators, who now seem to. consti- 
tute a majority, that executive ses- 
sions be done away with altogether. 
That would be going too far. Some 
matters of great delicacy, especially 
in the conduct of foreign relations, 
arise from time to time which ought 
to be considered.confidentially, at 
least until some decision has been 
reached which can be made public. 
Executive sessions. of .the Senate 
Ought not to be: entirely abolished, 
but might with advantage be made 
less frequent than they are under 
the present system. As a general 
rule, however, even the most conser- 
vative Senators now seem to per- 
celve, though with a tinge of bitter- 
ness, that all their secrets are really 
Open and that they might as well 
give up the pretense of keeping 
them from the public.

No one charges that a similar intent 
lay behind the appointment of the 
Crime Commission, yet the effect, 
it is to be feared, may not be 
dissimilar. 
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WHEAT LESS THAN A DOLLAR. 

The commotion caused on Mon- 
day’s Chicago market, when the 
price of wheat fell below one dollar 
per bushel, was stirred up by old 
associations quite as much as by 
recognition of an existing problem. 
“Dollar wheat” ‘was a familiar 
catchword in the pre-war period, btit 
it had a different implication from 
what attaches to it now. During 
most of the quarter-century before 
1914, wheat- selling for a. dollar at 
Chicago was equivalent to agricul- 
tural prosperity. The uprush of 
prices in general after 1914, how- 
ever, and the agricultural experi- 
ences of the war, brought a totally 
altered viewpoint. When the gov- 
ernment, after our own entry into 
the war, guaranteed a price of $2.20 
for all wheat sold to the official 
“grain corporation” and the open 
market’s price went-to $3.50 even.in 
1919, the suggestion of a return to 
“dollar wheat” was dismissed as 
impossible. Commodities other than 
farm products were selling 100 to 
200 per cent above 1913, and cost of 
materials. and labor had moved up 
against the farmer as against pro- 
ducers in every. other industry. 
Even in the speculative atmosphere 
which has pervaded markets during 
the last five years, it will not have 
been forgotten what a jolt the grain 
trade’s ideas of prices then received. 
The government withdrew from the 
task of distributing the wheat crop; 
the wheat market, caught in the 
“ deflation crisis,” fell progressively 
from $3 in July of 1920 to nearly 
a dollar toward the end of 1921. 
Recovering intermittently during the 
next two years, it fell back to the 
dollar-mark at harvest-time in each. 
of them. In July and August, 1923, 
even the Chicago “ cash price ” went 
as low as 96% cents a bushel, but 
it never went again below the dollar- 
mark since that year until last 
Monday. 

The low price of that particular 
period resulted partly from the 
reactionary influences then prevail- 
ing-on all markets, partly from the 
poverty of grain-consuming popula- 
tions outside of the United States, 
but very largely from. the fact that, 
by a species of blind instinct, the 
first step of economic reconstruc- 
tion in the outside world was. inten- 
sive application to grain culture.

trees and the prevention of rubbish 
scattered widely. The blame rests 
largely upon the public itself and is 
not properly shifted to the officials, 
though they will have to come to 
more rigorous regulation if the pub- 
lic cannot learn to respect its own 
property. 

It is beside the point, as Dr. GEORGE 
A. Soper has said, to raise the ques- 
tion whether New York is the dirti- 
est city in the world. It is:certainly 
not the cleanest, either in its parks 
or in its streets. One has unwelcome 
evidence of this abroad. And one has 
but to step from the street into one 
of the great office buildings to be 
aware of the difference at home be- 
tween the care and attention given 
private property and that shown by 
the public to its own. Some of the 
litter may not be insanitary, but it 
is all unsightly and offensive, and, 
to say the least, is an esthetic vio- 
lation. Moreover, the practice leads 
often to harmful consequences. 

Dr. BERNARD. SACHS and his com- 
mittee are doing: good work in try- 
ing to bring to the citizens gener- 
ally a consciousness of their offense 
against decency and good: health 
and to cooperate with the city offi- 
cials in preventing dirt and disease. 
This Committee on Street and Out- 
door Cleanliness was appointed by 
the New York Academy of Medi- 
cine, which implies that it has pri- 
marily a health motive and that its 
interest, while beginning with the 
open spaces, traverses the thousands 
of miles of streets in this vast com- 
munity. It is necessary, first of all, 
to make the public aware of its 
trespasses against its own comfort, 
health, cleanliness and seemly ap- 
pearance. But every day must_ be 
an “example day” till the lesson is 
learned. 


A DISSENTING OPINION. 


By 6 to 3 the Supreme Court has 
decided that Mrs. Rosika SCHWIM- 
MER, for eight years a resident of 
Illinois, may not become an Ameri- 
can citizen. Her pacifist opinions 
are well known. It is not likely that 
she would ever have been called 
upon to “bear arms.” We know 
from the experiences of the late war 
that any dissemination of her views 
at the wrong time would get her 
into jail, and she doesn’t have to be 
a citizen to spread her light or dark- 
ness. It is a little anomalous that 
a country which has renounced war 
should exclude from its citizenship 
@ person whose chief offense is her 
opposition to war. But these are 
irrelevant-reflections. The law is the 
law. The curious thing is that some 
of us who were once severe against 
Mrs. SCHWIMMER should be. glad to 
find in the dissenting opinion of Mr. 
Justice HOLMES, approved by Mr. 
Justice BRANDEIS—Mr. Justice SAN- 
FORD also dissented—the consoling 
and fortifying doctrine which both 
Massachusetts justices have jong 
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pations.” In this latest opinion we 
hear an echo of his noble words.of 
ten years ago, a period of obscurant- 
ism bred of the war: 


When men ‘have realized that 
time has upset many. fighting 
faiths, they may come to believe 
even more than they believe the 
very foundations of their own con- 
duct that the ultimate good desired 
is better reached by free trade in 
ideas—that the best test of truth 
is the power of a thought to get 
itself accepted in the competition 
of the market, and that truth is 
the only ground upon which their 
wishes can be safely carried. out. 
That, at arly rate, is the theory of 
our Constitution. 


“Free trade in ideas” may be 
improper for a protectionist country 
to allow; and most politicians are 
instinctively hostike to ideas of any 
kind. Judge HOLMES and Judge 
BRANDEIS may be said to be the de- 
fenders of minorities, of not only 
theoretic but applied freedom. 


HIGHWAYS IN THE REGIONAL 
PLAN. 


When the railroads first spread 
their spider-web over the country, 
it looked for a time as if highways, 
were doomed to 
secondary importance. The automo- 
bile resurrected them. Its appetite 
for city pavements and the concrete 
ribbons that lace the countryside 
has grown. so rapidly that the 
authorities have had difficulty in 
appeasing it. It was inevitable that 
the experts of the Regional Plan 
Committee should devote special 
attention to the improvement of the 
metropolitan highway system. Their 
report contains a series of charts, 
starting with the roughest kind of 
diagram of more.or less idealistic 
traffic ways in circles and loops and 
radials, and working down to an 
ingenious practical adaptation of 
this ideal to the immediate needs of 
the region. Its traffic hub, as the 
planners conceive it, is not Man- 
hattan alone, but the Port of New 
York on both sides of the lower 
Hudson. River. 

Over these circles and whorls the 
planners have stood with their 
traffic gridiron like St.. LAWRENCE 
in the old pictures. Finally, they 
have placed its imprint. athwart the 
centre of the region in such a way 
as to make the principal highway 
squares fit most cleverly into what 
is already built or planned. The 
gridiron’ may be supposed to. have 
burned six parallel lines in the cen- 
tral part of the map, running from 
northwest to southeast, correspond- 
ing to six Hudson River crossings: 
the Fort. Lee. bridge, a tumnel at 
125th Street connecting on the east 
with the Triborough bridge, a mid- 
town crossing connecting with the 
proposed Thirty-eighth Street tun- 
nel under the East River, the Hol- 
land Tunnel, a crossing of the upper 
bay proposed by the Port of New 
York Authority and the much de- 
bated Narrows connection between 
Richmond and Brooklyn. Similarly 
main. north and west routes

GERMANY’S MOTIVES. 

As always happens during a delay 
in international negotiations, rumors 
have been rife about the outcome of 
the reparations conference at Paris. 
These were heightened by the resig- 
nation of ‘the German delegate Dr. 
VOEGLER. But the statements of 
Foreign Minister STRESEMANN and 
others make it plain that there was 
nothing sinister in this. Dr. SCHACHT 
continues his discussions with the 
American, English and French dele- 
gates, and has apparently agreed 
with them on all but a small num- 
ber of details. 

That the pending British. election 
has influenced the delay seems prob- 
able. The Conservatives dislike. the 
risk of being shouldered with a‘ cut 
in the payments to be niade to Eng- 
land, and the Liberals would be glad 
to see the conference prolonged. The 
Germans, for their part, cannot yet 
put. aside the hope that a Labor 
victory may make it: possible for 
them to get a slightly more favor- 
‘able settlement. Even the French 
realize that the political atmosphere 
will be clearer when the English 
balloting is finished. 

Probably most impatient are the 
American experts and business men, 
who already have been long sepa- 
rated from their personal affairs. 
But the constant and valiant efforts 
of Mr. OWEN D. YOUNG, in coopera- 
tion with Sir JosIAH STAMP, to bring 
pressure to bear on the various dele- 
gates so as to reach a practical 
compromise have made it plain that 
so long as there is a chance-of suc- 
cess the Americans will persist. 

There is no reason to doubt the 
good faith of the. German spokes- 
man. who insists that his’ govern- 
ment has not attempted to inter- 
fere with Dr. SCHACHT’S work. But, 
of course, he is guided in part, at 
least, by what he believes will be

City Clab pd Tene: Plan ee 
Elevated Road at the Water's 
‘ Edge in ‘Riverside. 


In a letter to Mayor Walker, Rich- 
ard S. Childs, president of: the City 
Club, emphasizes the position taken 
by that body toward the west side 
improvement by arguing that. an.ex- 
press highway along the water’s edge 
through Riverside Park, with a pos- 
sible esplanade on its outer side to 
run from Seventy-second Street to 
St. Clair Place, is preferable to a 
highway over. the New York Central 
railroad tracks through the centre of 
the park. Mr. Childs’s letter said: 

“We recognize to their full value 
the advantages of the plan submitted 
by the majority of the committee.

To 
make the river’s edze directly acces- 
sible to the public makes an obvious | 
appeal. However, these and other 
advantages, which are set forth by 
the sponsors of the majority report, 
would not be entirely forsaken 
through the adoption of the principle 
underlying the minority report. For 
example, although the minority re- 
port contemplates. an esplanade run- 
ning alongside the express highway 
on its easterly side only, it is not 


impracticable to include also a. sec- 
ond esplanade, perhaps of smaller di- 
mensions, immediately outside of the 
express highway running along the 
Wwaterg edie. 

‘“‘The\same or similar segregation 
of playground areas may be carried 
out with the express -highway lo- 
cated at' the water’s edge.

Since the adjournment ef the legis- 
lature, the financial chairmen have 
been making a survey of housing 
conditions at the hospitals. ' Acting 
Governor Lehman also has visited 
several of the institutions, and has 
been shocked at the conditions. The 
chairmen say they also are shocked 
at what they found.
